The late Dreadful Plague, Nc. Part I. 


_of which, 


ARSEILLES is one of the moſt conſiderable 
Cities in France, and the moſt-Populous and moſt 
Trading Pow in all Provence: The diſmal State 

by reaſon of that dreadful PLAGUE which has 
lately-raged therein, can appear no better then by the fol- 


| lowing Account tranſmitted in a Letter from thence. Sep. 1720. 


"PHE dreadful Diſtemper nere IR ron Giry has been viſi- 

ted theſe 1o Weeks, was unhappily brought to us by a 
Ship from Sidon (a noted Town near Tyre in Aſia mentioned 
in the New Teſtament) which came. into oyr Road the 


15th of June. The Porters firſt employ'd in opening her 


Cargoes, were immediately ſeized with violent Pains in the 
Head, Reaching to Vomit, and a general Faintneſs, with 
(Buboes or) Plague Sores, and died thereof in 3 Days. 

| Thoſe who ſucceeded them in this Work were ta- 
ken in the ſame manner, and died likewiſe. Hereupon 
ſome Surgeons were ſent to examin into. the Nature of 
this Diſtemper, who reported that it was really the PLAGUE ; 
But proper Care was not immediately taken; the Effects 
were only remov'd to a defart Iſſe call'd Jarre, about fix 
Miles off, where all thoſe who went to Air the Goods died 
ſuddenly of the ſame Diſtemper. Nevertheleſs ſome Offi- 


cers of the Ship were ys to come into the City, and 
many of the Sailors

Town where my lodg'd. Several Phyftcians who viſited 
them, publickly declar'd, that the PLAGUE began to ſpread, 
and acquainted the Magiſtrates with it; but they ſlightly 
regarded it, as believing it to be only a putrid Fever, 
which was Rife only among the poorer Sort, who liv'd 


much upon Fruit. Thus it continu'd neglected throughout 
the Month of July, About the Beginning of Auguſt the 


Commander, Intendant, and General Officers of the Gallies 
hearing every Day various Reports of this Diſtemper, and 
perceiving the Mortality to increaſe, ſent a Phyſician and a 
Surgeon of their own, together with ſome of the Town, 
to viſit the Sick in different Quarters. 'Theſe reported, 
that from the Inſpections they had made, it was undoub- 
tedly a Peftilential and very ' Contagious Diſtemper, and 
that they could not take too much Caution to prevent 


its fatal Conſequences. The Hoſpital des Equipages was ap- 


pointed for the Infected, whither they were carried in great 
Numbers, all having Buboes or Carbuncles, and ſome both. 
In the mean time, the Diſtemper ſpread ſo faſt in the 
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City, that the Magiſtrates: * oblig'd to ſend the In-

In this manner we find that the Infection was pent up and 
brought from Sidon to Marſeilles amongſt Goods (which When 
opened the Infection flew out & ſpread it ſelf ) & not by 1 |

The Reaſon of this is: Luas the Seeds and Eggs öf the 
Infection being brought to us along wie Goods even in a 
Cold Seaſon, will conformable to the Nature of all Inſects, 


as the Weather becomes Warmer, and Hotter be animated 
and hatched, (as all other Inſects are) by their common Pa- 


rent the Sun. And therefore altho a Cold Seaſon follow- 
ing the PLAGUE. be of great Advantage, and makes a 
Peſtilential Diſtemper abate for the preſent, by killing the 
eſtiferous Inſe&s and Animals that cauſe it, (for which Rea- 
on cold Northern Climates, are never ſo ſubject to the 
Plague as hot Southern ones.) Yet when warm Weather 
comes on, and Hatches the Eggs convey'd to us by Goods, 


Cloaths, Food, or any other ways it may break out again: 


Juſt as the Eggs of Caterpillars, Silk-Worms, Flies, and 
other Iaſects remain in a manner Dead all the Winter, 
(tho with a Principle of Life in them which even Froſt 


does not deſtroy) yet in Summer are hatched and animated 
by the Heat of the Sun So that Nothing can deftroy 


theſe Eggs but Fumes, Fires, or Scalding Water. _ 

If then the Seeds of this Peſtilential Diſtemper, are brought 
during a Cold Seaſon along with Goods, into this King- 
dom, in Warm Weather, they may Breed the Plague here, as 
they did at Marſeilles. But notwithſtanding all poſſible Care 
that - be taken in Warm Weather, let every one redouble 

Supplications to Almighty God, to avert this terrible 
Scourge from us, crying out continually, Fom PLAGUE 
and Peſtilence DELIVER US O LORD.
